ncident Complexes

If, after all things have been considered, an Incident Complex will be created, follow the steps
below to ensure a smooth beginning to data exchange.

1. Ifthereis an approved 209 for an Incident within the Complex, a FINAL 209 must be completed before created the Complex in
WildCAD
2. Create the Incident Complex parent record - a name is required to continue
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4. Add Incidents to the Incident Complex, one at a time, from Open Incidents to the Incidents tab in the Complex record
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5. The color of the child incident will not change in the Incident window, but if you open the Incident, it will denote that it is part of
an Incident Complex in the bottom right corner of the header
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6. An Incident Complex will populate FireCode from WildCAD or 209 and should not be edited in FireCode

Incidents may enter and leave the Incident Complex at any time
